ants.’ She accompanicd the Cor pfe to the Pale fing- 
ing, and holding agreen Bough in each Hand. At 
her Arrival, the Bramins gave her Rice and Sweet- 
meats, of which the ate greedily and a Plenty, and 
taiked compofedly from time totime with fome. 
_of her Relations, often fmiling, and fometimes 
laughing decently, When the had done. eatings 
the diftributed the Remainder among the People, 
which they preferved carefully. She talked to dif 
ferent People, aud obliged fome who were at Va- 
riancey to join Hands and be reconciled. She had. 
3 of Her Sons prefent, but feem’d to take no more 
Notice of them than thereft of her Friends. At 
Igft fome Women, appointed for the Ceremony, 
anointed and painted her: after which fhe went 3" 
times round the-Pile, finging, and bowing every 
‘time fhe came to the Head of the Gorpfes then 
mounted witha great deal of Gaiety and lay down’ 
by it, putting her Arms about the Neck, and bng- 
ping itclofely. She was covered with fome dry 
\Wood. Hereldeft son, with a Torch in Hand, 
went likewife 3 times about the Pile, Praying snd* 
‘bowing, and pot a Torch to her Nofe every time 
he cametoher Head, At lat he forFire ro the 
Piles 
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Pile, which took.fire gradually. AndIdo proteft, 
that fhe never ttirr’d ove of ber Limbs, nor utte- 
ged 1 Groan or Complaint till fhe was entirely 
confumed by the Flames.

‘The following Account has been fent us of the Manner 
of bis Reyal Highne/s’s leaving Hanover. 

The Marquis de-Ja Foret, who had long refided 
here, and Mr. Launey Licutenant Collonel of che 
Horfe Guards, were difpatched ‘from London by 
his Majefty King George, with a Letger to his 
Royal Highnefs, they arrived at Hanover about 
feven the 22d lt. O. S. in the Evening, when 
they both difevifed themfelves and went to Monf. 
Bufch, chief Minifter of the Blettorate, and pri- 
vately delivered the Letter tohim. Moof. Bafch 
jm mediately fent his Valet de Chambre to Mr. Bul- 
tzman, firft Valet de Chambre to his Royal High- 
nefs, to defire Mr. Bultzman tocome to him; Mr.. 
Boltzman anfwered that his R. H. was gone to 
Herenhavfen, and had commanded him to ftay ia 


the Palace at Hanover till he came back, when ‘he 


_Gatended to go to the Ridetto, and therefore could 
not go. Mr. Bufch’s Valet de Chambre ufed» ma- 
ny Arguments with him, and at laft prevailed 
with Mr. Bultzman, tho’ with great Reloctance, 
to goalong with him ; ia his Way to Mr. Bufch’s 
he threw a Cloak over Mr. Bultzman, and defired, 
chim to mofe himfelf up as well as he could. Ac- 
cordingly he was introdoced incog. to Mr. Balch’ 
in prefence of the Marguis dela Foret and Mr. de 
“Launey, when Mc. Bufibtold bim, that he hada, 
'Matcer of great Importatice to impart to him, and) 
that he muft give him his Oath, not to reveal it 5 
'Mr. Bulezmam anfwered, that, he had the Honour 
to be.entrufted with Affiins of great Confequence, 
well fays Mr. Bufch, give-me your-Rand, that is 
fenough ; upon this he tells him the Coutents of 
the Letter by which his R. H. was commanded to 
fet oot immediately upon the Receipt of it 5 and 
defired,him togo and acquaint his Royal Highnefs 
inthe moft private Manner with it. Accordingly 


he returned back to the Palace where his R. H. wis’ 
arrived, apd was dreffiug himfelf in order to go 
tothe Ridetto, when Mr. Bulrzman tock an Op- 

ortunity privately to whifper in his Bars, that 
he had fomething of great Importance to communi- 
cateto him. Accordingly the Prince preteaded 


. Le 
to fit his Habft on, and taking a Turn or two x 
bovt the Room, withdrew to an Apartment to 
which the Marquis de la Foret and/Mr. Launey 
‘had been introduced, masked, where being come, 
they read his Majefty’s Leirer, upon which’ his 
R. H. expreffed his diffitisfaétion at his being ot 
bliged to leave Hanover fo fuddenly: And nrvft I, 
fays he, thenleave Hanover fo abruptly; a Peas 
ple who have given me fo many fignal Teftimonies 
oftheir great Affection, and-not indulge my felf 
in ‘taking Leaveofthem. In the mean while ‘the 
Port Mantles were getting ready, Mr. Bofch had 
fent Orders to his R. H. his Mafter of the Horfe 
to.prepare one of his R. Hi. his Coaches and fix, 
and.to cover the Arms with Sear CJoth becavfe of 
the DirtinefS of the Road, and’ to come at’ threé 
next Morning, upon Pretence that his Royal High- 
nefs.intended to oblige fome Noblemen with: his 
Equipage, and alfo fome Horfe to be on the Road 
At the Hour appointed his R. H. fet out, actome 
panied only by the above Gentlemen, Mr. Butze. 
man, a.Cook and 3 Footman. .
